Unless one has had experience with 
manufactured gas, lie is likely not to 
realize all the advantages of the splen­ 
did supply of natural gas given the peo­ 
ple of Texas. 
Foremost., of course, is’the m utter of price. 
Manufactured gas is usually made of coal, and 
the price of it must he based on the price ut 
gas-m aking coal. 
In Texas this price would 
have to he about double the price of natural 
gas, in the larger places, and almost prohibi­ 
tive in tile smaller towns. 
It has not been found practical to transport 
m anufactured gas any considerable distance, 
so it is not likely m any of the smaller places 
could be supplied with it at all. 
Next, and of almost equal importance, is the 
much g re a te r value of the same volume of 
natural gas for heating purposes. 
M anufac­ 
tured gas usually contains about half the h e a t­ 
ing units of n atural gas p er cubic foot. While 
people use the m an u factu red article much 
more carefully because of its higher price, the 
same careful "use of natural gas would make 
it cost only about one-quarter of the price of 
m an u factu red gas a t the present figures. 
Surely such a cheap and well served com­ 
modity is w orthy of your careful conservation.
